Ether-Numbed Patient
Leaps to His Death

Otto Facklsm, Operated Uponfor Appendicitis, Leaps From
Fourth Floor Window

Otto Facklam, a patient in the FrenchHospital at 450 West Thirty-fourthStreet, who had not yet recovered fromthe effects of ether after an operationfor appendicitis, leaped from a fourth-floor window of the institution lastni-jht while the doctor's back wasturned and was killed.
"It is beyond me," said Dr. McGil!.the house physician, who was at Fack¬lam's bedside. "How a patient justoperated on for appendicitis and as

weak as Facklam was, could jumpthrough a window cannot be explained."Dr. McGill just examined Facklam.nd regarded his condition as almostalarmingly weak. There was no nurseir. the room for the moment, it beingthe hour when the night shift comes
on duty. The window was about three
paces from FackJam's bed and was al¬
most closed. Dr. McGill turned at the
*rsrh of glass just in time to see his
patient vanishing.Facklam's wife was waiting in the
gjfttption room to see him. She becamehysterical when informed of his death.Their home was at 647 West Forty-«xth Street.
